It is not छक्र at vhat time the Abyssinians establiahed themelveoa 
on the vweatern 6088६ of India; but at ® very early dato the Sidis wore 
admirals of tho Muhammadan 266४, and held jagirs fram the दण 
ण Bijapur. The great maritimo depôt was Danda Rajpuri, in the 
middle of which stands the island of Janjira. At the time of Shivaji“s 
rise tho princoipal Abyasinian was Wasir Fateh Khan, one of Shivaji“s 
most formidable enemies, against vhose fort of Janjira the Mabrattas 
erected batteries for many sucecessive years. Seduced by the promises 
and threats of Shivaji, Fateb Khan was on the point of joining tho 
Mabhratta ०४०8९ जाना he was 88126 and put in confinement by three ग 
his subordinate officers, one of vhom, Sidi Sambal, assumed command 
and put the Bijapur fleet and the jagir under the authority of the 
Emperor of शफ, 


In 1078 Sidi Sambal, who had received the titlo of Vaxkut Khan from 
4 ४7976287, was superseded in the command by Sidi Kasim Vakut Khan, 
vho held the fort against भो the efforts of the Mahrattas, and made 
frequent inroads into their districts, from which he levied contributions. 
Sidi Kasim died in 1707, and was 6९९९6१6७ एङ Surur Khan, with whom 
(he British Government entered into an offensive and defensive alliance 
(No. I) in 1733, the main object of vhieh was to एप a atop to the 
piracies committed by the Chiefs of Kolabu and to procure the restora- 
tion of territories भथा from the Sidia by tho Mahrattaa. Prom thi⸗ 
timo the Sidis were firm allies of the Britiah Government, whose ahipe 
were 87876 in the-general piracies whieh they committod. Sidi Surur 
died about 1734, leaving several aona, ६06 eldest of whom, Sidi Abdulla, 
was murdered by his brothers, who usurped the government. Sidi 
Rahman, one of the brothers, who was ahsent from Janjira and was not 
oonoerned in the oonspiraoy, threw himself on the aupport of tho Peahwa 
Raji Rao. The Pechvwa besieged Janjira and, although unable to take 
tho 21868, compeolled the usurpers to enter into à treaty giving up seven 
018६16४8 to Sidi Rahman and ९619 ſive of their forts to tho Mabrattas. 
911 Rahman जनह romoved from powor in 1299, and 078 brother, अता 
69882, was appointod in his placo. On अता Hasan's death in 1745, the 
Ohiefehip of Janjira was for & timo usurped by one Saiyid Allana, but 
was rocovered in the folloving year by the rightful heir, अता Tbrahim 
Khban.

106 fawily of the Daphles of Jath derive their name from the village 
ण Daphlapur in the Jath pargana. They are १९७8०606 from 
Satwajirao Ohavan, Patil of Daphlapur, to uhom a Deshmukhi watan 
was granted by Ali Adil Shah, King of Bijapur, in 1680, भात vho ae- 
quired Jagirs of two Mahals, Jath and Karajgi, from tho Emperor 
Aurangreb in 1700 

Phe Agreemeont (No. I) of the Britiah Government 10 1820 was 11906 
with Renuka Bai, first widow of Khanaji Daphle, late Chief of the 
Jath State. The Estate passed णा her to the 86600 widow, Salu Bai, 
on vhose death in 1828 Ramrao Daphle, the head of & younger branoh 
of ४06 family, ७०५९७९०९. In 1827 the Jogir was attached by the Raje 
of Satara to pay 08 the का" = debts. After their liquidation the 
86806 was 1881016 in 1841 to Bhagirathi Bai, vidow of Ramrao. Tho 
Britisn Government have more than 0066 interfered to adjust the peeuni- 
ary affairs of tho Jagir. 

In 1862 the Ruler of Jath received 9 Sanad of Adoption (०९ Shola- 
pur Ageney No. II). 

In 1873, in conaequence of numerous complaints of oppression on the 
part 0 tho Jagirdur, Amritrao Daphle, he was तर रहत of भो लशा and 
छापा] jurisdietion, and 8 Karbari was appointed with oertain limited 
powers for a timo; but the subsequont contumacy of the Jagirdar renderod 
it necessary to assume the whole management of the Jagir.

These condi- 
tions he made no attempt vhatever to fulſil, and in 1891 it was found 
necesaary in the [४616808 of the State to deprive him of भा authority, 
an annual allowance of Rs. 20,000 being granted to him. 706 8८४८९ 
was at the aame time transferred from the Bijapur to the Kolhapur and 
Southern Mahratta Country Ageney 

In 1888 the ३४४६९ entered into an agreement whereby its abbkari 
rovenue was leased to the Britih Government for ten years.

The first Ohief with whom the British Government formed relations 
was his nephow Phond Savant, who succeeded in 1700. The Treaty 
(No. I), which was concluded in 1730, was oſftensivo and defonsivo agninst 
Kanhoji Angria, the piratical Chief of Kolaba. Phond BSavant क 
nucceeded 12, 1738 by his graudson, Ramchandra Savant, and he 10 
1766 by 118 90 Khem Savuant, vhose rule was one long war with various 
Mabratta Ohiefs, particularlyj the Raja of Kolhapur, and with the 
Portuguese, in the course of which he lost some of his best distrieta. Hie 
piracios provoked the Britisn Government, vho in 1765 aent an expodition 
against him and captured the fort of Reri, कोलो they named Tort 
Augustus. The fort, howover, was restored on his signing a Treaty in 
1766 (No. II), by vhich he ceded all the 18०06 between tho rivers Karli 
and 8391811 from the sea ta the foot of the hills, aud bound 0110897 to 
pay & 18 of rupees for the expenses of the expedition; to allow free 
trade; and to permit the British ८० build aà fuctory in 018 torritories.

In 1805 the war terminated by the 
widow of Khem Bavant adopting Ramchandra Savant, or Bhau Sobob, 
vho was murdered in 180. He was suoceeded by Phond Savant, vho 
ruled till 1812, under the regency of Durga Bai, socond vidow of Khem 
Savant.

She commenced her rule by forcibly 
ocoupying the forts of Bharatgarh and Narsingarh, wbieh had been 
७७६९१ from Savantvadi a few years before by the Raja of Kolhapur, 
the integrity ० vhose territories tho Britich Govoernment were by a 
790680४ treaty bound to defend.

Bofore tho invasion of Nadir 8092, the Kalhoras, 8 religious soct, had 
risen to power in Sind, and ४6 Ohief of the tribe, Nur Muhammad, had 
069) rocognised as governor of the province. It was during the rule नै 
his brother, Gnulam भा, that the connection of the Britiah Govern- 
ment with Sind commenced by the establichment of factories at Tatta 
and Shah-bandar in 1768. In that year Ghulam Shah granted an 
Order (No. 1) ण the eſtabliahment of the factories and for certain im- 
munities to ६८४०6. Phis order was ranewed (No. II) in 1761. During 
the rule of Sarfaras Khan, the eldest son of Ghulam Shah, howevoer, the 
trade was 80 much interfered with that the Britih Government found 1४ 
necessary to withdraw their factories in 1775.

In 1750 the rulinz Chief, Durjan Singh, was deprived 
of his poasessions by Damaji Rao Gaekwar; but about twenty years after- 
wards he was restored by the Peshwa in return for military aervioes 
renderod against the Portuguese at Bassein. Durjan Singh died in 1771, 
and was sueceeded by his cousin, Rhagvwan Singh, vho was required to 
pay 9 nasarana of Ra. 1,00.000 to the Peahwa. His distant rolative, 
Guman Singh, vho sueceeded to the State in 1776, waa subjected to 9

By the Treaty of Rasceins the State of Mandvi, erroneously called 
Nundary, came under the BRritish Government and wna auhjected to a 
tribute of Ra. 66, 000. For soven years, however, tho Raja evaded pay- 
ment of the tributo; and in 1809 the एचो Government were on the 
point of redueing their demand to Ra. 26, 000, vhen an inaurreetion 
broxe out in the country.

(1) That the oponing 0819166 of the year 1901-08 (less doposita) chould ०6 ०० 
apart in the State treasury to meet unforesoen emergeneies or the 008४ of adminis- 
trativo improvomoenta. It ahould be oalled tho Reserve Fund, and ahould be तत्क 
upon only for purposes approved by the 2009९91 Agent 

(2) At ४४४ end of the year 1901-06 and eovery aubsequent year, the olocing 
balanoe chould bo oredited in tho aooounte as followas: — 


8 annas to the Reserve Tund, 
8 annas to the ruling Dechwulch, 
ॐ annas to theo head of the Bhadarkar family. 


(3) The two membors of tho family will havo to provide for the exponaes ot 
marriages, eto., from their chare of the yearly balanoe and will not be given grant 
for this purpose from the Reserve Fund.
